invasion but that the Cubans had provided support. Latimer asked me to check 
into this and, after checking with NF AC/CSS, I told Latimer 915K 
the NID for the past two weeks had consistently. said that the Cubans had been 
involved in the training and ene of the invaders, but had not been 

involved in the actual invasion. I agreed to have copies of some of the NID 
articles made up and sent down to him with Tuesday's NID, I also told 

Latimer that CIA had not put out any publication stating that the Cubans had not 
had any,thing to do with them supporting the invasion.
